First and Second Year Men Re- 
quired to Pay Fine. 



LAW STUDENTS EXEMPTED 



Committee on Morals and Dis- 
cipline Decides in Case of 
October "Rush." 



Each student of the first and second 
veare in the University who does not 
between January 6 and .lanuary 13 
pay al the Bursar's office the sura of 
seventy-five cents as the cost of his 
participation In the freshman-sopho- 
more encounter last October will be 
forthwith suspended from attendance 
at lectures. This is the ruling which 
has been made by the Committee on 
Morals and Discipline of the Univer- 
sity, the chairman of which is Dr. 
Charles E. Moyse, Dean of the Faculty 
or Arts. 

On account of documentary evidence 
which bas been presented, students in 
first and second year Law are exempt 
from tlie provisions of this ruling. 
The freshman class in Law previous 
to the encounter decided to take no 
part in it. and second year Law takes 
rank as a junior year. 

The announcement to students is- 
sued by the Committee on Morals ana 
Discipline re?ds as follows: 

"The Committee on Morals and Dis 
cipliue has resolved that an assess 
mont, shall be levied to defray the ex- 
penses of repairing the damage done 
to the Molson house in the frcshmun- 
sophomorc 'rush' of last October. 

"Accordingly, the mon of the first 
jand second years (including partial 
students) in the Faculties of Arts, Ap- 
plied Science and Medicine (including 
students In dentistry) shall lie re- 
quired to pay an assessment of 
seventy-five cents each. In officiai 
documentary evidence submitted toil, 
the Committee on. Morals and Disci- 
pline finds good and sufficient rea- 
sons for exempting the first and 
junior years in the Faculty or Law. 

"The assessment shall be paid at 
tiie Bursar's office between the 6th 
and 13th day of January, 1910. 

"Failure to comply with the above 
conditions of payment will involve 
suspension from classes. 

"The Committee on Morals and Dis- 
cipline desires to express its recogni- 
tion of the assistance given to it by 
ofricial representatives of student as- 
sociations.

The difficulties which attend life in 
the trenches during periods of bad 
weather arc described by Second 
Lieut, L. Locock, 17tb Battalion, Nor- 
thumberland Fusiliers, B.E.F., Sci. '16, 
in a letter received by Harry Grims- 
dale, of the Engineering Building. 
"The men arc all very cheerful in 
spite of the weather and the mud, 
which in the trenches Is well above 
your Tinces in inatfy places. The ordi- 
nary watery mud does not worry us 
much, as you can alwaya wade 
through it no matter how deep it is, 
but the stufr that docs it is the thick 
clay mud, just like putty, and it is the 
very devil to get through. Many of the 
men have to be dug out. and it took 
us the best part of an hour to dig one 
man out the other day. the trouble be- 
ing that while you dig him out, you 
yourself get stuck in it. 

"As you will see from the above ad- 
dress I am now out at the front In 
the usual spot, namely, somewhere in 
France. Seeing that I have not 
written to anyone at McGill siuce I 
left, I think it might be nf interest to 
let you know roughly what I have 
been doing. 

"I have forgotten the exact day I 
left Montreal, hut after spending one 
night In New York we went on board 
the Luaitania. (The we includes both 
Muck low and Gewers; I expect you 
remember them.) AVc were due to sail 
at 10 a.m. Saturday morning early an 
April, but a bad snow bllzzzard set in 
and -we did not leave the harbor until 
t> a.m. on Sunday, arriving in Liver- 
pool about 0 p.m. the following Satur- 
day uight. It was nil uneventful 
voyage, and was, of course, made with 
all the lights put; I might acid that 
the Lusitania was sunk on her next 
cast-bound voyage, so we did well to 
catch it. w hen we did, 

"Well, f tried for a commission in 
tho R.E.. but owing to it being rather 
full up at that. time. I joined the 17th 
N.T.. a pioneer battalion, consisting 
entirely of men from the North- 
Eastern Railway, and a very good lot 
of men, too. 

"Wo trained at Hull and later on at 
Salisbury Plain. 

"We left England on Saturday, No- 
vcmber 20th. and had quite a nice 
crossing, and arrived at our landing 
port at about. 3 a.m. on Sunday. 1 
was on duty from midnight until 
three, and so was up at. the arrival. 
We did not disembark until 7 a.m.. af- 
ter having some breakfast on hoard. 
We then marched to a rest camp and 
stayed there until Monday afternoon, 
when we took the train to "goodness 
knows where," and then went to bil- 
lets for about five days. Then we 
moved off, marching, and slept in bil- 
lets each night until we arrived here 
up behind the trenches. We have 
been here about five days now, and 
we move thi3 afternoon to a village 
about a mile nearer the trenches, and 
which is periodically shelled. 

"Our work consists chiefly of dig- 
ging, in and around the trenches, and 
occasionally doing bai bed-wire w ork, 
Our guns this morning arc pumping 
lead for all they arc worth, and ther» 
is a heavy battery close by us, and 
every time a gun goes off, the whole 
house (if you can call It a housci 
shakes and everything rattles. One of 
the men here, on hearing the place 
shake, said he had got. palpitation of 
the heart. Rnd that if It went on much 
longer he would get housemaid's knee 
— rroni being on his knees with his 
prayer book. 

"If there is anyone who remembers 
me at McGill. please remember me to 
them and tell them you have heard 
from me. 

"By the time you get this, It will be 
just about Christmas, so here's to 
wish you ail a very Merry Christmas, 
and may more of tho McGill men join 
the army and do something for their 
Mother Country and return to work 
after the war is finished. 

"Please remember me to Dean 
Adams irtid the professor with whom 
f used to work, l^et's have a McGill 
Daily now and again. Mr. Gordon. 
Mr. Mucklow. Mr. Pick and Mr. Doug- 
las (McGill boys) are in this bat- 
talion, but Mr. Pick was sent to fbe 
Reserves just before leaving."

When I promised, some time ago, 
to contribute to the College Magazine 
some account of my first aeronautical 
experiences. I did so in the full assur- 
ance that my training would have 
terminated long before your editor, 
fhip. That, however, w*s not to be 
._ ( ihc case, for tho ill humors of the 
Canadian weather, combined with the 
vagaries of the Curtiss aeroplane en- 
gine, have kept me a whole month 
over the first part of my course— the 
driving of the sca-plane— and now I 
hear that wc shall not complete our 
training on the swifter and more deli- 
cate land machines until we reach the 
Flying Corps School in the Old Couu- 
try. As, however, I have already had 
over three hour;, in the air, during 
two of which I have had full control 
of the machine, I have decided to keep 
my promise, even though in a more 
incomplete manner than I could have 
wished. 

I might, if I chose to weary you, re- 
tail tho many vacant hours spent in 
watching broken ougines or welting 
ror windless days; but when I tèll you 
thai during my first week I made a 
total of five minutes in the air. and 
that, this is by no means a despicable 
average, you will be able to form a 
sufficient idea ot the speed of our 
progress and the limits to which we 
must screw our paUencc. Within thé 
narrow spaco of two months I have 
listened sympathetically to more la- 
mentable stories of delay and ill-for- 
tune than would fill an encyclopedia : 
my only consolaUon being that Use at- 
mosphere of complaint and inertia is 
not altogether confined to aeronauti- 
cal circles. 

"The Joy Ride." 

The object of. a first flight is to ac- 
custom the student to the sensaUo&s 
of aerial motion, and to assure him of 
his fitnesB to proceed. Technically, It 
is known among the students as the 
"Joy Ride" — the "joy" consisting in 
the two-fold absence of work for the 
pupil and criticism from the pilot — 
twin blisses which the pupil soon 
comes to consider as the consumma- 
tion of human felicity.

Dutl 
ihcy cannot eliminate a strange mal- 
ady that appears among their work- 
men in the powder mills. As subter- 
ranean labor in compressed air pro- 
duces "the bends," work In the now. 
der mills creates the "powder house 
jag," which is described as follows by 
Merle Crowell in the December Issue 
Preparations of ihe American Magazine: 

"A powder house is no place for an 
unsteady hand or an unseeing eye, but 
the 'poWder house Jag,' a freak pro- 
duct of the plants themselves, is some, 
thing which no amount of diligence 
can forefend. Large quantities of al- 
cohol arc used in the making of 
.smokeless powder, and the air in the 
shops frequently gets heavy with its 
fumes. Men have been known to 
leave ihe plants reeling and stupefied, 
while one serions accident recently 
was caused because a fumc-fuddlcd 
workman threw on both the high 
and low pressure brakes at the same 
time. 

"A weird nervous disorder that 
steals upon powder makers has been 
called ' powderili.*.' Treading all aay 
with rubber-soled shoes in a shop 
which n vagrant spark will change 
into a crater, they gel. keyed up to a 
nervous tension that never runs down, 
with Ihe result that even when oft 
duty they nearly Jump through their

"Your letter came along last night, 
and it «as good to get your news.

The spirit of the Canadian and Bri- 
tish troops on the western front is in- 
domitable and cheerful at all times, 
judging by a few sidelights of the 
brighter side of the war as told by 
Staff-Sergt. Ken Mundell, who has 
returned to resume his studies at 
Queen's. Staff-Sergt. Mundell is alto 
loud in his praise of Col. lioss, whose 
men would go to Hades for biro. 

"The spirit of the British spldicr is 
excellent," declared Sergt. Mundell to 
the Kingston Standard. "The real 
Tommy is a rare character and to 
hear hint singing 'Standing iu the 
Trenches On a Cold Winter's Night,' 
shows that he is far from being down- 
hearted.'' 

Tho returned officer told of the 
carelessness of the soldiers In the face 
of death and danger. 

On one occasion he was walking 
through Plugstrcet when he was 
warned to be careful. Suddenly be 
beard a couple of Tommies shouting 
"Go to it, Bill; soak it." and there 
were several soldiers playing cricket 
wltb a tin can for a ball, though they 
were within the danger zone. 

He emphasized the need of rum and 
cigarettes, and said a great howl went 
up when the boys heard of the To- 
ronto Methodist Conference's resolu- 
tion against smoking. He aaid eorae 
tobacco which was sent from England 
was like sawdust and none of the men 
would smoke it. 

"Even the Belgians wouldn't smoke 
It, su you know bow bad it was." 

An Air Unci. 

He told an interesting story of au 
air duel. One looe aviator in a Bri- 
tish plane attacked a German plane in 
which was an aviator and observer. 
The Britisher disabled the German 
craft, and it landed insido the British 
lines, where two companies were 
drilling. The Germans foolishly fired 
on the companies, and in a moment 
the Huns were riddled with bullets. 
The British are now superior in air- 
craft, and one only sees about two 
German machines a week, whereas in 
the early stages German aircraft were 
numerous. 

The baseball league was a huge 
success, among the pitchers being 
"Wild BUI" Baker, of Canadian 
League fame, 

I clit Attack. 

Staff-Bcrgt. Mundell stated the 
Canadians were called upon to mako 
t'ne feint attack before tho battu- of 
Lo. s in the September offensive. They 
galloped their horses at top sr.ood 
fiom the ammunition bases to the 
lines and back two or throe «imos. 
drawing the German reserres to that 
point to defend an attack, They also 
set, tiro to oll.soakcd mattresses and 
cast them into tbe air, leading the 
Germans to think that gas was being 
used. 

Staff-Sergt. Mundell described a 
horrible scene at Vlamentine, where 
out or a family of eight, six, including 
a baby, wero killed by a German shell. 
He and Capt, Stone were sent to the 
house and the scene was horrible. 
Many civilians persisted in remaining 
within the range of tbe German guns, 
and even in Plugstrcet. a French- 
man and bis daughter were running a 
small-sized bar in a shelled.out house. 

Staff-Sergt. Mundell brought home 
the nose of a German shell mounted 
on a piece of marble, which bad been 
blown from the altar of a church of 
Neuve Olecse, which he treasures 
highly. 

"How do tbe men get their pay?" 
"Fifteen franca (about *2.85) every 
two weeks. The rest ds beld back, and 
tho men will draw It when on leave." 

He added that some of the paymas- 
ters would go right Into the front 
trenches in order to pay the men, so 
that Tommy could bave a game of 
cards in the dull hours of tbe night. 

Tbe men who do trench work all 
day are not called upon to repair the 
cutangleraenta at night, that work be- 
ing done by tbe reserve battalions. 

All the Canucks are anxious to get 
into action and are well fed. the beef 
being very good, but. of course, much 
depends on the regimental cook.

The manoeuvres held last night on 
Mount Royal were ideal in at least 
ouc respect for men training to be- 
come officers or non-commissioned of- 
( ficers, that is. it taught them a lot. 

The evening's work had been an- 
nounced on Tuesday last, and to nei- 
ter prepare the men to get the most 
benefit out of flieir manoeuvres and to 
cuablc them to carry them out more 
intelligently, slips bad been printed 
aud distributed to all the members of 
the CO. T.C. These slips contained 
full orders for the night, with every 
detail completely and carefully ex- 
plained by the use of a reference map 
which accompanied th» orders. 

The whole scheme was one of out- 
post work on the part of tbe C.O.T.C., 
with an attack from an enemy force 
without machine guns, impending. 
The orders had named tbis force as 
tho llSlU Overseas Battalion, under 
command of Lieut.-Col. A. A. Magee. 
Col. Magcc, however, was unable to be 
present, so that his company s place 
was taken by the Fifth Universities 
Overseas' Company under command of 
Major McKergow. 

After the holidays the various pla- 
toons had filled up again, and a fairly 
good force left the High School at 
about ten minutes lo eight under Lt.- 
Col. Robert Starke and Major Har- 
rington, who hud previously refreshed 
the memories of the men on the plan 
of work, and announced the sign and 
countersign for the eveuing as "Mc- 
ÇW1" and "1916," respectively. 

The Battalion proceeded straight up 
to Cote des Neiges road, where it 
broke up and the various platoons dis- 
tributed themselves according to the 
pre-arrangrd plans. 

The western half of the outpost line 
was heid by B Company, aud right 
around the circle of hill which over- 
looks tbe Wcstmount reservoir were 
stationed six sentry groups, while iu 
the rear were the picket* and re- 
serves. Further on around the brow 
or the .mountain in a complete circle 
the rest of the sentry groups and 
pickets were placed. 

Somewhat earlier than was expect- 
ed, the main attack, under Major Mc- 
Kergow, with tho Fifth Universities 
Co., came through against picket No. 
l of D Company. This gave the com- 
mauders of that body a chance to act 
quickly and carefully. Two platoons 
were immediately brought up. and the 
attack was finally staved off. Rumor 
has it that some of the more zealous 
of the overseas men had fixed bay- 
onets, but this is not confirmed. 

Almost at the same time another at. 
lack wns made on the left flank which 
was partially successful, and here the 
overseas: came nearest to breaking 
through. Again on the No. 1 picket of 
B Company a bluff attack wsb at- 
tempted, but this failed entirely. 

After this the work was over, and 
the whole body of men fell in and 
marched home to Uic tunc or tne 
usual songs and yells. Tbe. night was 
a beautiful one for outside work, 
though the air was so clear that every 
lit Ho sound could be heard tor a very 
long distance. No casualties were re- 
ported, and the whole evening was 
most profitable and enjoyable. 

When the Battalion assembled in 
the gymnasium at Uic High School, 
Colonel Starke and Major Harrington 
gave Hie men a Tew brief words on 
discipline In such manoeuvres, which 
can never be too strict, and a review 
or the night's work, showing some 
points which it h ad brought out. 

HOW V.C. MEDAL IS MADE. 

Since the Victoria Cross was insti- 
tuted by Queen Victoria at the end of 
I tbo Crimean war, the making of the 
medals bus been intrusted to the same 
firm, llandcocks Sc Co., of New Bond 
j street, Ixmdou. The manufacture of 
I the famous cross differs a good deal 
from that of other medals. 

" Tbe ordinary medal is made from 
a Steel die. being stamped and com- 
pleted in the .same process," Mr. Dore 
the senior partner told a press repre- 
sentative, "but the metal from which 
tbe Victoria Crosses are made la so 
hard that no die would stand it with- 
out breaking. It is wrll known that 
ibe first crosses were made from cap- 
tured Russian guns, but now the ma- 
terial IS from guns taken from the 
Chinese. With an order for the cross 
i sen! a supply of the metal. 
I "Kiist a rough cast of the cross is 
inade, and this bas to be filed, drilled 
and chased. The chasing occupies the 
attention of a skilled artisan for many 

boors, rim bar Is a separate casting, 
and is also chased. 

"The authorities arc most careful to 
see that none of the metal Is wasted. 
It Is most carefully served out lo us. 
and if any Is left over from one lot of 
i row es, il i used np before a fresh 

supply can be obtained."

The Society of Directors of Physi- 
cal Education in Colleges, at a meet- 
ing at Columbia University, discussed 
varied problems of interest to the pro- 
fession. Sixty delegates, representing 
forty-nine American universities and 
colleges, attended. 

The feature, of the morning session 
was a discussion of "The Contribution 
Si of Tbysical Education in American 
Colleges to Military Preparedness." 
In this Prof. George W. Ehler, of Wis- 
consin; Dr. J. H. McCurdy, of Havcr- 
ford, and Carl E. Schradcr, of Har- 
vard, shared. 
The conclusion which the society 

— - 

— • reached was that American institu- 
as tions of learning, in substituting gen- 
SS cral athletic work for calesthenics 
S land manual of arms drill, arc develop- 
ing undergraduates so that, if neces- 
sary, they will be fit Tor military life. 

Prof. Ehler emphasized that the les- 
son of the European war is that gen- 
eral athletic work, which increases 
the all-round strength of the individ- 
ual and develops all important organ*, 
is of more import in the building of 
soldiers than exercise which teaches 
merely discipline. 

Dr. George I.. Meylan submitted the 
report of the committee on "The 
Status of Physical Education in Amer- 
ican Colleges." There were 252 col- 
leges and universities which filled out 
and returned the questionaires sent 
out by the committee. Some of the 
conclusions reached are interesting 
and important. 

On 332 institutions answering the 
question, no per cent, slated that they 
participated in intercollegiate ath- 
letics. Of 1 TO answering, S5.3 per 
cent, favored that a central body con- 
trol all Intercollegiate athletics, de- 
ciding upon eligibility requirements 
and other regulations in all Intercol- 
legiate sports. 

In response to the question where 
the administration of 'varsity teams is 
left, Institutions answered. In 
13.6 per cent, of these the college, ex- 
ercise such control exclusively; i n 6. 
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Billy Sunday, the baseball 
gelist, has commenced a 
weeks' campaign in Trcuton, N.J. lie 
says he has found the place cordial 
enough, but not sufficiently liberal in 
its offerings.
